Blisters can be minimized 


b\ wearing gloves but, if they 
occur, you must take steps to 
prevent infection. This will 
not happen so long as the blis- 
ter is not broken. Since the 
blister was caused in the first 
place by friction, continued 
friction will not only aggra- 
vate the pain but will also in- 
crease the chance of its rup- 
turing. 


If the blister is small, cover 


il with an adhesive bandage. 
Don't open it with a needle 
because, even if you sterilize 
the needle, there is danger 
that it will carry germs from 
the skin surface into the blis- 
ter. If the blister is large and 
likely to break or is already 
broken the best plan is to 
wash the skin with soap and 
water, swab it with rubbing 
alcohol or other antiseptic and 
cut away the covering skin 
completely. Then treat it as 
an open wound with a protec- 
tive dressing. 


Because tetanus spof'es lurk 


in the soil you should be sure 
to get your toxoid booster be- 
fore you start digging unless 


you have had a booster within 
the past 10 years. In any case, 
if you incur a deep wound that 
is contaminated with soil, you 
should get a booster regard- 
less of the interval. 


Avoid exhaustion and pre- 


vent accidents by storing all 
tools in a safe place when 
they are 
not 
in use. All

when laid down temporarily 


even 
for

seconds, 


should have their points or 
edges turned down. 


Finally, in your use of pesti- 


cides, 
familiarize 
yourself 


with the directions before you 
use them and keep them out 
of reach of children. 


(I—My internist tells me I 


should have a fluoroscopic ex- 
amination of my colon at least 
once a year to rule out cancer. 
I have had this done three 
times but it is so painful I 
wonder if there isn't an easier 
way to check up on my diges- 
tive tract.

reason (age or symptoms) to

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Presi- 


dent Johnson is in box. 


Last Jainiiiry hi1 laid down 


guidelines for business and la- 
bor

inflation. 
He 


wanted wage raises limited to 
3.2 per cent with no price in- 
creases. This was his guideline 
for both sides. 


Fiut prices have gone up Feb- 


ruary showed the steepest rise 
in living costs since the Korean 
War, 
with food prices leading 


the upswing. 


Although the rise was 
only 


half of 1 per cent it was part of 
a fairly Meady climb, for living 
costs now are 2.5 per cent above 
a year ago. (he biggest annual 
increase since 1958. 


In the past few days he has 


telephoned over 25 leaders to 
ask them fo go easy on any- 
spending 
that 
might" produce 


inflation And he invited a num- 
ber of top businessmen lo a 
While House dinner tonight. 


He'll no doubt burn up busi- 


nessmen who, if they see a 
chance to make big 
profits, 


won't be happy to have Johnson 
bending their ear about going 
easy. 


Meanwhile, labor is nublicly 


burned up t him for insisting 
wage 
increases, 
when 
living 


costs and business profits are 
going ur>. must be held to a 3.2 
per cent limit. 


Labor, which has consistently 


backed the Democrats, is cru- 
cially important to Johnson's 
parly which faces the voters 
next November in the congres- 
sional 
election, 
particularly 


when nolitician Johnson remem- 
bers tht the party with a ma- 
jority in Congress, such as the 
Democrats have now. tradition- 
ally loses seats in an election 
year when the presidency is not 
at stake. 


No one knows better 
than 


Johnson that a tax boost can be 
poison in an election year. 


Slowlv and steadily. Johnson 


has been saying he would pro- 


pose a tax boost — on individual 
"nd corporate income — if he 
found it necessary to fight infla- 
tion. 


Tuesday, perhaps, he said it 


more strongly than ever: "Con- 
gress would father have a mod-

request approved $12 million to 
provide rent subsidies for poor

gram. Both are part of John- 
*on's "Great Society" plan. 


It was just two years ago that 


Congress, at Johnson's urging 
voted a $19.2-billion tax cut for 
individuals 
and 
corporations 


extending over 1964 and 1965. 


It came out at about an aver- 


age 19 per cent reduction for 
individuals and 9 per cent for 
corporations. 
When he signed 


that tax-cut bill in 1964 Johnson 
said it was the "single most im- 
portant step we have taken to 
strengthen our economy since 
World War IT." 


Until he actually asks Congress 


for a tax boost now, it's pos- 
sible Johnson is using the threat 
of a boost to persuade business 
and labor to stick to his guide- 
lines.
